All roa d ta xes to be a dded to the first insta llm ent. 
W hen first insta llm ent is not pa id prior to the first Monda y in Ma y, the ta xes for the w hole yea r becom e delinquent. 
The Trea surer w ill not be responsible for the pena lty a nd cha rges on D elinquent T a xes resu lting from a ny om - 
m ission of the person pa ying to sta te definitely on w ha t property, in w hose na m e a nd in w ha t tow nship or corpora tion 
it w a s a ssessed. 
Persons ow ing D elinquent T a xes should pa y them 
a t once. 
The la te 
la w Is of such cha ra cter tha t there is no 
option 
left the Trea surer but to enforce the collection of delinquent ta xes, how ev er -much he m a y regret to collect 
the sa m e, by sa le of property. 
The owner of property on the first da y of Ma rch in a ny yea r, sha ll be lia ble for the pa ym ent of a ll ta xes of tha t 
v ea r.

W ashingto n, Jan. 11— Every time he 
recalled ho w he had go t the better o f 
Jo hn D. Ro ckefeller in a deal invo lving 
Lake Superio r o re, Andrew 
Carne­ 
gie chuckled. 
The Stanley steel in­ 
vestigating co mmittee, befo re which 
Mr. Carnegie testified, also chuckled. 
In fact, it was an am using scene fo r 
the co mmittee. 
Mr. Carnegie was o n the stand prac­ 
tically the entire day and devo ted mo st 
o f the tim e to entertaining the co m­ 
m ittee with an acco unt o f his rise fro m 
humble beginnings, and to giving his 
views o n subjects o f current interest. 
The co mmittee elicited very little in­ 
fo rmatio n fro m Mr. Carnegie th at is 
impo rtant in its investigatio n o f the 
United States Steel co rpo ratio n. W hen 
it came to getting do wn to details in 
regard to the steel co rpo ratio n, Mr. 
Carnegie’s 
memo ry 
o ften 
pro ved 
treachero us. 
He was po sitive, ho w- 
ever, in his denial that he had held 
o ut fo r a big price o n the Carnegie 
pro perties because he knew they were 
abso lutely indispensable to the success 
o f the steel co rpo ratio n. 
He named 
$213,000,000 as the am o unt that he per­ 
so nally go t fro m the steel co rpo ratio n 
fo r his pro perty, and in his o pinio n the 
co rpo ratio n go t a mighty go o d bar­ 
gain. 
Mr. Carnegie to ld ho w he had 
fo rced the Pennsylvania railro ad to 
grant co ncessio ns to him, but never 
beyo nd tho se th at were being granted 
to his co mpetito rs. It is true hts co m­ 
panies had engaged in po o ls, suppo sed 
no w to have been in vio latio n o f the 
Sherm an anti-trust law*, but he had 
never burdened his mind with these 
details and he was very glad that he 
had no t. 
The tho ught that he had been able 
to o utwit Jo hn D. Ro ckefelleiKin a 
business deal pleased Mr. Carnegie 
immensely. 
He referred to it several 
times in the co urse o f his testimo ny. 
The transactio n invo lved the o btaining 
by Carnegie o f o re fro m Ro ckefeller 
o n a ro yalty basis o f fro m 15 to 20 
cents per to n. 
The steel co rpo ratio n 
has since capitalized the sam e pro p­ 
erty o n a basis o f $1 a to n. 
Mr. Car­ 
negie said that when he co nceived the 
idea o f leasing these o re beds he'sum- 
mo ned Jo hn Gayley, o ne o f his part- 
enrs, and said to him: 
“Yo u go to New Yo rk and do n’t yo u 
co me back here until yo u have tho se 
leases.” 
Mr. Gayley went, and co n­ 
quered. 
“I 
did 
Mr. 
Ro ckefeller 
o n 
that 
trade,” said the iro nm aster, smiling 
bro adly, “and I have to laugh every 
time I think o f it. It’s quite a jo b, yo u 
kno w, to get the best o f a man with a 
head like Ro ckefeller’s.” 
Mr. Carnegie felt so go o d o ver the 
reco llectio n o f this transactio n th a t he 
w ent o n to tell the co mmittee abo ut a 
call that he and Mrs. Carnegie had 
mqde o n the Ro ckefellers o n New 
Y ear’s day. 
“W hen we arrived at the Ro ckefel­ 
ler ho me,” said Andy, “we fo und Mr. 
and Mrs. Ro ckefeller seated o n the 
po rch. 
Mrs. 
Ro ckefeller ie 
a 
fine 
wo man and a fine wife, hut she is do ­ 
ing po o rly no w. 
The o ld gentleman 
was in go o d fettle. There he was, tall, 
lean and spare, smiling and beaming 
as happy as co uld be. 
He to ld us that 
co ld w eather did no t affect him much, 
as he wo re a paper jacket th at kept o ut 
the weather. 
He gave each o f us o ne, 
and it really is a fine thing to keep 
the bo dy warm. 
W e had a chat o ver 
o ld times, and I here Mr. Carnegie in­ 
dulged in ano ther chuckle] I did no t 
mentio n the o re transactio n wherein 
I go t the better o f him.”

The test’ircry given by Pratt, fo rmer 
m anager f r Armo ur & Co ., may yet he 
admitted if ex perts o n handwriting 
attribute the no tatio ns to the men to 
who m Pratt has o s ribe 1 them. 
Thiv 
turn o f affairs fo recasts the po ssibil 
tty o f the intro ductio n o f chiro graphic 
ex perts -o identify the handwriting cA 
the three previo usly mentio ned defend­ 
ants. 
The ex hibits in questio n are tho se 
sent Pratt in the usual co urse o f busi­ 
ness o f the firm o f Armo ur & Co . 
P ratt was, ic is said, the emissary o f 
Armo ur & Co . at the Tuesday m eet­ 
ings o f the alleged po o l o r price male" 
ing institutio n o f the packers.

thro ugh such actio n vio lated the Sher­ 
m an law, which pro hibits co mbinatio ns 
which restrain trade in any co mmo d­ 
ity o r necessity o f life.

Henry F. Mo yer, who fo r mo re than 
a quarter o f a century has been with 
Armo ur & Co .. and is kno wn in Pack 
ingto wn as the “Wizard o f Figures,” 
was questio ned by go vernment atto r 
neys o n the “test co st” figures o f frt*sh 
meats. 
Mr. Mo ver said there was a 
perio d when the value o f the hides 
fro m steers was given no credits in

In the Deposit Vaults of Destroyed 


Building Were Stored the Securities 


of Some of the Biggest Concerns in 


New York, and Grave Fears Were 


Felt That They M ight Have Been 


Destroyed. 


Newr Yo rk, Jan. 11.—The anno unce­ 
m ent by President William A. Day o f 
the assurance so ciety that the securi­ 
ties, wo rth a billio n do llars o r mo re, 
sto red in the vaults o f the Equitable 
and the Mercantile Safe Depo sit co m 
pany are unharmed and that the 90,000 
po licies, o n which the Equitable had 
lo aned-$70,000,000, had been fo und in­ 
tact in the steel eases o n the seco nd 
flo o r, was the biggest, news that has 
co me fro m the ice palace that was 
o nce the Equitable building. 
The 
ruined 
building, 
crystallized 
w’ith ice o n all fo ur sides, but sim­ 
m ering and smo king here and there 
within, where the wreckage mo unts 
high, still ho lds the bo dies o f Battal­ 
io n Chief William J. W alsh o f the fire 
departm ent and Jo hn Campio n, the 
safe depo sit co mpany’s watchman, who 
died with his hands gripping the steel 
bars o f the Bro adway grill. It is pro b­ 
able also that the bo dy o f Frank J. 
Neider, ano ther m ercantile watchman, 
lies so mewhere under the massed de­ 
bris in the rear o f the safe depo sit 
vaults. W reckers say that it may take 
a week to clear away the eno rmo us 
lo t o f debris, clo se packed and so lidly 
fro zen as it is. 
Weakened by falling flo o rs and the 
immense weight o f ice that clings to 
it, the no rth wall o f the building har 
bulged fo ur feet o ut o f plumb and 
threatens the tall building o f the Amo r 
lean Ex change Natio nal bank, aero s 
Cedar street, and the Chase Natio nal 
and the clearing ho use further east 
The building departm ent warned tlr 
bank and o ther tenants o f the bank’s 
building to vacate until the suspected 
wall had been sho red up. 
The o ther 
walls are apparently secure, suppo rt­ 
ed as they are o n the Bro adway, Pine 
and Nassau street sides by unshat­ 
tered flo o rs.
